search consultant, was speaking. 
The occasion. was the 14th annual 
meeting of the Associated Press Man- 
aging Editors’ association in Detroit. 
News executives of daily newspapers 


{ throughout. the: United States were 


in attendance. 


“Boss” .Kettering’s remarks, “The 
Day after Tomorrow”, were an affir- 
mative, positive reminder that De- 
troit’s:.“know how” of making -things 
through mass ‘production was achiev- 
ed.only by competitive free’ enter- 
prise ‘and that. we still live in “the 
golden age. of opportunities unlimi- 
ted.” 

’ “Sinee I have retired,” he said, “I 
have. organized several new compan- 
ies, One is the Utopian Transporta- 
tion ‘Company, Limited, and that is 
a non-profit. organization. I. am -try- 
ing to raise. a few funds, and you can 
help in your little community, to give 
free transportation to these: people 
who think this is a lousy country, 

“The only thing about the Utopian 
Transportation Company that is limi- 
ted is that the transportation is limi- 
ted to. one direction. 


“The other company I have is a 
stock-selling company’ known.as Uni- 
ted States Preferred. I'am trying ti 
sell that, and Iam getting along pret- 
ty well. Of course, a poor inventor 


like myself doesn’t understand a lot |. 


of things that are going on, and ap- 
apparenly other people don’t either. 

“One of the things. I. don’t under- 
stand is why this country is’ called 
upon to make up the deficits: for all 
the cockeyed. European’ ideologies, 
and stop our own work while we are 
doing it.
